‘The 
meetings vere held in order to “iron out" internal dissensions vith 
in the ERR. 


The two (2) staff employees were interviewed and insofar as ~ 
they recall no Government or CIA interest was divulged during the 
course of their meetings with the three (3) Cubans. 


‘Interviews with Miami PBI renresentatives reflected that 
iirse VALENTINER had told the F3I that one of the conferees stated 
that he was hired by the United States to do away with Castro. 


The FBI, at the request of stacy employee Bernard Reichhardt, 
told lirs. VALENTINER that incident reported by her was under FRI . 
investigation and for reasons of security, it was desired that she 
refrain from discussing incident with anyone and that she also 
counsel her friends to do likewise. 


Physical survey of the University Court Resort Motel revealed 
that the room selected for the meeting vas vulnerable. .

‘De C., at the time that the incident was reported by the FBI to 


Bermard REICHSARDT, a steff employee who maintains his office. 
outside of FOB. O'MARA further stated that he had been briefed 
on the security leak while he wes in Washington, D. C. 


Mr. O'MARA, who ala not attend the meeting where the security 
violation occurred, prevered a memorandim for the record (see

My. BROWN, alias Jimmie SHIT, stated that Jerry DROLIER, 

giitas Frank BENDER, came to Coral Cables on Monday evening, 16 July 
1960, from Washington, D. C. BROWN added that a meeting was held 

at a safehouse at 2300 hours, 18 July 1960, in order to discuss 

the program for the following day with members of MRR. Staff employees 


‘William KENT, Jerry DROLIER, Raymond O'MARA and BROWN were present at~ 


this meeting. 
Me, BROWN comtinued that the reason that Mr. DROLLER came to 


‘Coral Gables was to have a meeting with several members of the MAR 


on 19 July 1960 in order to “iren out" internal dissensions. 
At 0810 hours, 19 J 0, Case Officer BROWN arrived at 


the home of a friend of TARTINE| whose address he recalled to be 623 


Velarde Avenue, Coral Gables, Florida. BROWN could not further 

identify ARTIME's friend other than the fact that he was a Cuban 

and a Harvard University graduate. Upon arrival, BROWN observed 

that ARTIMES was "still in the sack". _ARTIME and BROWN departed 

the residence at 0905 hours, proceeded direc’ directly to the motel, and 

arrived there at aporoximately 0920 hows. Ee used a sterile rented 
vehicle in transporting ARTES and arrangements for the motel to be 

used for the meeting were made by Jerry DROLLER. | 1 
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Case Officer BROWN further elaborated that he was nob evare 
of Mr. DROLIER's soon musber uabil the actual morning of the meeting. 


_ DROLLER hed checked 4sto the University Court Resort Motel under 


the name Prank BENDER end hed Geeided to utilize his quarters for 
the meeting. After determining DROLIGR's roca mmber, ERCWN went 
baek te the car wheres he had lefb ARTDE, picked him up, and pro- 
ceeded to room 209 at the motel.

RROWS atated that no calls were received at the motel during 
the first meeting nox were there auy cutside calls made. ‘There 
were no incoming or outgoing calls made during the second meeting. 
Tro incoming calls were received by Jerry DROLLER at 1500 and 1530 
hours at which time Mr. ARTIMR called and talted to BROWN who in- 
terpreted for DROLLER. EROWN further recalled that at the end 
of the third meeting, about 1600 hours, Mr. DROLLER telephoned 
Raymond O'MARA and Jake ESTSRLIME on their unlisted phones from 
the motel room. When ir. DROLLER was talking to O'MARA end | 
ESTERLINE, ocaly BROWN was present. No outgoing calls were made 
by the indigenous persomel during the entire session at the motel.

Me. RSICHHARDT volunteered the information that he had 
learned that Mr. Justin F. GLELCHAUY, Chief, 00/Contacts Office, 
Coral Gables, vas to meet with Mr. Lawrence J. BREWER, President, 
Esse Standard O11 Company of Cuba, on 22 July 1960 and discuss a 
matter not comected with the security incident. In this connection, 
REICHHARDT briefed CLELCHAUF om the security leak so that he

At Miami Beach, Florida 
Acting Special Agent in Charge, Richard BAKER, of the Miani 


3915 Biscayne Blvd., at 0955 hours, 25 July 1960, by the Reporting 
Agent and FOB Security Officer, John J. SULLIVAN. Mr. SULLIVAN 
briefed Mr. BAXER why we were there and requested that he furnish 
any information available relative to the incident that occurred 
at the University Court Resort Motel on 19 July 1960. Mr. BAXER 
et 1005 hours requested FBI Special Agent George DAVIS, the in- 
vyestigator handling this matter, to participate in the diacussion. 


Special Agent DAVIS intlested. that at 1500 hours on 19 July 
1960 4 call was received from Mrs. Clark VALENTINER, wife of an 
executive of the Continental Can Company, Havana, Cuba, who re- 
ported that she had overheard a discussion of an anti-CASTRO group. 
At this point, Mr. DAVIS pointed out thet his detailed report on 
this matter which is incorporated in e larger report dealing with 
unsolicited information, was forwarded to the FBI Headquarters 
on Saturday, 23 July 1960. DAVIS added that the only matter that 
he aid not inchide in his investigative report was tyo license 
plates mmbers which Mrs. VALENTINER hed provided him. Mrs. 
VALZNTIVER had noted the license plates of the participants in | 
the meeting conducted in Roam 209 at the University Cours Resort 
Motel. 
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Shortly after the wath ede ectaivet be the: FBI frem Mrs. 
VALENTINER, FBI. Special Agent Howard ALBAUGH informed "Bernie" 
RETCHHARDT of the aforementioned telephone call. “Bernie” sub- 
sequently asked Special Agent DAVIS to contact Mrs. VALENTINER 
for the purpose of determining what she had ‘overheard, refrain 
from discussing this matter further with anyone, and. also to 
caution ber friends whom she had told of the ig a ed a 
wise. a 


Spacead dpent uayes aasticoen eat tee! VALENTINER hed 
returned to her ream, 210, at the University Court Resort Motel 
at 1130 hours, 19 July 1960, and noticed bellows of cigar amoke 
emanating from underneath her kitchen door. Upon examining the 
situation, she overheard lowl conversing in the connecting reon. 
In listening further, Mrs. VALENTINER was able to record the 
conversation in Room 209 by taking copicus notes. Mrs. VALENTIUER 
belteved there vere three Cubans present together with two other 
individuals whose nationality she could not determine but whose 
names she established to be Frank HEIDER and "Jimmie." One of . 


: the Cubans served as an interpreter and BENDER spoke with a dis- 


tinct Germanic accent. Mrs. VALENTINER told DAVIS that kr. BENDER 
during the meeting had stated that he was "hired by the United 


States to do away with CASTRO." Hrs. VALENTINER also noted during 


the meeting references. to Howard and HUNT, which she surmized 
to be one Howard HUNT. 


Special Agent DAVIS indicated that he interviewed Mrs. 
VALENTINER in her quarters in the motel during the hours 2300 to 
O145 on 19 and 20 July 1960. The writer, at this point, inquired | 
as to the size of the crack underneath Mra. VALENTINER's kitchen 
door. DAVIS answered by stating that it was large (exact dimen- 
sions not noted). He further declared that she had mentiqmed to 
him that she was able to cbserve the portion of the leg (to the 
knee) of many of the individuals participating in the discussion. 
The writer further queried DAVIS as to whether she had any know- 
ledge of Spanish. DAVIS replied that she advised him that she 
possesses fluent Imowledge of Spanish after having resided in Cuba 


- for ten years. Her husband has lived in Cuba for thirty years. 


While at the motel, DAVIS chserved that she had notes of the 
conversation which she referred to during the Interview. It should 
pe noted that these notes were not confiscated by DAVIS. 


DAVIS stated that Mrs. ROBINSON, who is also a reaident of 
the motel, was present during the meeting for a very short period 
(exact times unknown). Mrs. ROBINSON is the wife of en American 
busineaaman in Cuba. Mr. Lawrence BREWER of the Esso Company of 
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Cuba is also knowledgeable of the incident since she called him 
for eaxrice. BREWER advised her to call the PBI. She telephoned 
the FEC from the hane of Hrs. MOSRIS or MORRISON (not further _ 
identi-ted). = 


iis. VALENTINER, accordimg to DAVIS, did a little investigating 
on her own. After the meeting, of the group was over, Frank BENDER 
called Zational Airlines to comfirm his reservations for 19 July 
1950. Shortly theraafter, Mrs. YALENTINER called Nationsl Airlines 
and Garsexmined that BENDER wes destined for Washington, D.C, She 
also ciomducted discreet ingui=-ies at the motel ant ascertained 
that tine occupants of Room 202 were a Sroup of businessmen using... 
the remm for the day. Mrs. VA:LENTINER was careful to note the

of cur activity are discreet enough to not discuss it further.. 
During: his discussion with Mem. VALZIPOVER, DAVIS at no tine divulged 
any United Statea Government smcnsorahip of this matter.

Clark “TALSNTINER currently ocempies room 210 at this motel where, 
hed she elected to do so,would be able to overhear the entire . 
converssation in room .209 from ‘her kitchenette. As will be noted 
on the :2ge 7 diegraa of Exhibrt #6, her kitchen extends three to 
four feet (actual measurement) into roo 209. The kitchen door 
is of piyvood construction. Im building C there is a 3/4 to 1 inch 
gap betareen the floor end the mase of the Hitchen doors to apparently 
allow cor vall to wall carpeting. Between rooms 208 and 209 there 
is 3 sueel reinforced plasteredi wall. It is the writer's ecpinion 
that t= 1s impossible to monitor conversation talcing place in 209 
fron 205 without the use of proper Listening devices. According 
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to bir. GROWN, previously identified in this report, the windows 
vere closed and the air conditioning vas on when the meetings

of the CASTRO Covernment. DROLLER further declared thet operating 
with thia cover stecy, he has never mentioned that he waa an 

employee of the United States Goverment. ir. LANGAN, at this 
point, queried Mer. DROLLER whether any mention of the United are 
States Government had been made by the indigenous personnel who 
participated in the meetings. DROLLER could not recall. Ee 
further pointed out that United States Government cama up in 
meetinga when discussing United States foreign policy, but never 
in connection with exployment by the United States Covernment.
